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Teen fears she may have lost out after placing £400 into account for riding gear

A14-YEAR-OLD charity volunteer 
lost 18 months’ worth of savings 
towards riding gear after a tailor¬ 
ing and equestrian clothing store 
went into administration. 

Rebecca Watkinson, a volunteer 
at a charity that looks after horses 
no longer able to race, had put half 
of what she had raised through 
a weekly paper round - £411.50 
- into an account with Lester 
Bowden. 

She had hoped to buy a full set 
of riding gear from the company, 
and had already bought her boots 
and hat from the 119-year-old re¬ 
tailer based in Spread Eagle Walk, 
Epsom. 

But the company went into ad¬ 
ministration on April 11, before 
being taken over by Stevensons, 
an independent school uniform 
and sportswear provider, a week 
later. 

This has left Lester Bowden’s 
creditor and accounts holders - 
including Greenshaw High School 
student Rebecca - out of pocket. 

Her father, Ian, a computer solu¬ 
tions architect from Ferriers Way, 
Tattenham Corner, is at a loss as 
to how to explain to his daughter

how and why her year-and-a-half 
of savings have vanished. He be¬ 
lieves Stevensons have a “moral 
obligation” to help put things 
right. 

But John Stevenson, a director 
at the company, says it has no le¬ 
gal obligation to reimburse Lester 


Bowden’s creditors, and to do so 
would see it “spiral into bigger 
debts”. 

He added that the takeover had 
allowed schools to still be served 
by a local family business and 50 
members of staff to keep their 
jobs. 


But Mr Watkinson, who has had 
an account with Lester Bowden 
for “many years” said that Steven¬ 
sons needed to do more. 

“We are just asking for a ges¬ 
ture, but they aren’t prepared to 
do anything. 

“Legally, are they right? Yes. But 
morally? No. There is a moral obli¬ 
gation to do something.” 

He added: “It is still in the shop. 
She can see it in the window. 

“As a father I try to do the right 
thing and not just buy it, and avoid 
instant gratification. 

“But she has been told she has 
lost 18 months’ worth of savings, 
and I don’t know how to explain 
that.” 

Mr Stevenson explained that his 
company had purchased Lester 
Bowden but not its debt, and that 
the company had a “long list of 
creditors” ahead of Mr Watkin¬ 
son. 

“He thinks we are being un¬ 
scrupulous, but we are doing 
everything, legally, we have to do,” 
he said. 

“Morally, I understand where 
he’s coming from, but we don’t 
have to do anything. 

“From a commercial point of 
view, we wouldn’t have bought 
(Lester Bowden) if we did take on 
the debts. That would just spiral 
into bigger debts.”

ROLLERBLADERS, skateboard¬ 
ers, and BMXers will soon be taking 
on more quarter-pipes, funboxes 
and rails in Leatherhead after 
winning plans for a new skate park 
were announced. 

Skate park provider Wheelscape’s 
saw off competition from two other 
entries vying to build a new park in 
Kingston Road Recreation Ground. 

Mole Valley District Council had 
held a consultation throughout March 
on plans for the park and ran a public 
ballot before announcing the winner. 

Work on the new skate park, which 
will be built in place of the car park 
currently located adjacent to the 
youth club in the recreation ground, 
will begin over the summer. 

The winning design included 
plans to transform the existing skate 
park into facilities aimed at appeal¬ 
ing to a wider-audience, ranging 
from young children to adults, to en¬ 
courage more people to come to the 
recreation ground. 

Russell Heideman, design con¬ 
sultant at Wheelscape, said: “We are 
very pleased to have been selected for 
the design and build contract for the 
Kingston Road Rec skatepark. 

“We produced the design to fea¬ 
ture different heights and gradi¬ 
ents of slope with all wheeled sport 


disciplines in mind: skateboard, 
scooter, BMX and inline skates. 

“We also enjoyed developing a 
pump track design to create an excit¬ 
ing play and social feature that every¬ 
one can enjoy” 

The council’s refurbishment of 
the skate park was boosted by £19,999 
awarded to the project by the London 


Marathon Charitable Trust. 

The Trust supports projects which 
encourages people who are currently 
inactive to participate regularly in 
sport and physical activity 

Paul Anderson, corporate head of 
service, said: “The chosen design is a 
very worthy winner. It is only by the 
local community engaging with us 


and providing feedback throughout 
the consultation process that the final 
result will be as spectacular and en¬ 
gaging as it should be.

Man charged with taking indecent images at school 


A MAN has been charged with tak¬ 
ing and making indecent images 
of children ‘getting changed after 
sports sessions’ at school. 

Andy Robson, 42, of Leslie Road, 
Dorking, was charged with two 
counts of taking indecent images of 
children and two further counts of 
making indecent images of children 
this week. 


He will appear at Staines Magis¬ 
trates’ Court on Friday, May 26. 

The offences are alleged to have 
started in 2010. ‘Making’ indecent 
images typically means download¬ 
ing. The head of Ewell Castle School 
wrote to parents this week informing 
them of Mr Robson being charged. 

In a letter to parents on Monday 
(April 24), principal Peter Harris 


wrote: “I would like to take this op¬ 
portunity to reassure you of the 
robust safeguarding and child pro¬ 
tection measures that are in place 
at Ewell Castle School, and to reit¬ 
erate the school’s commitment to 
safeguarding, and the protection and 
wellbeing of children”. 

In the letter, Surrey Police have 
said its investigation relates to 


“a number of images that appear 
to have been recorded covertly, 
consisting of groups of children get¬ 
ting changed following school sport¬ 
ing activities”. 

The police spokesperson added the 
police are confident there is “no ev¬ 
idence to suggest [the images] have 
been shared with anyone else or dis¬ 
tributed via the internet.” 


A SIX-MAN bank holiday brawl in 
Epsom ended with a man being 
taken to hospital suffering from 
head injuries. A man in his 50s 
was taken by road to a specialist 
neurological unit St George’s 
Hospital in Tooting after the fight 
at about 5pm on Sunday (April 
30). The victim had suffered 
head injuries after the brawl at 
the junction of Manor Green 
Road, Epsom, and Lower Court 
Road. The Kent, Surrey and 
Sussex Air Ambulance landed at 
nearby Court Recreation Ground 
at 5.04pm, but the man was 
eventually taken to hospital by 
paramedics from the South East 
Coast Ambulance. His condition 
is not yet known. A 40-year-old 
man has been arrested on sus¬ 
picion of causing GBH, Surrey 
Police stated. He has been 
released from police custody but 
will remain under investigation.

Sleeping to a healthier mind and body 


A FITNESS chain is set to be¬ 
come the first in the country 
to hold “revolutionary” new 
exercise classes - where par¬ 
ticipants go for a sleep. 

The snoozy classes are 
scientifically designed to re¬ 
invigorate the mind - and 
experts say people will burn 
some calories too. 

“Napercise” classes will 
be held at David Lloyd clubs 
from this weekend. 

The new type of wellbeing 
class for exhausted parents 
consists of nothing but climb¬ 
ing into a bed and having a 
sleep - because people are too 
tired to sleep at home. 

Instead of upbeat dis¬ 
co tracks, the gyms will be 
pumping out relaxing, atmos¬ 
pheric tunes designed to help 
people unwind and eventually 
drop off. The studio temper¬ 
ature will also be dropped to 
a level that promotes calorie 
burning during sleep. 

Academics reckon napping 
brings important health ben¬ 
efits, including boosting alert¬ 
ness, alleviating feelings of 
anxiety or stress and enhanc¬ 
ing moods. 

Napercise itself has 
been developed alongside 
Dreams sleep expert Kathryn 
Pinkham. 

She said: “Sleep is a lot 
more important than people 


realise. 

“We tend to focus on the 
short-term effects such as be¬ 
ing tired or lacking concen¬ 
tration, but it is also essential 
for our long-term physical 
and mental wellbeing too. 

“In addition to a lack of 
sleep bringing with it a high¬ 
er risk of developing anxiety 
or depression, when we are 
sleep deprived we lack the 
energy to exercise regularly, 
and also the mental clarity 
to make good decisions about 
the food we eat, which could 
negatively impact our physi¬ 
cal health in the long-run.” 

A spokesman for David 
Lloyd said: “According to 
our research, 86 per cent of 
parents admit to regularly 
suffering from fatigue which 
is alarmingly high when you 
consider the important role 
getting a good night’s sleep 
can play in our overall mental 
and physical wellbeing.

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decker buses, 
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Gang member jailed 
for explosive burglary 
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THE member of a gang that ex¬ 
ploded 27 cash machines across 
London and Surrey has been 
jailed for nine years. 

Ben Kilminster, 26, of Au¬ 
gustus Street, Regent’s Park, 
was sentenced at Kingston 
Crown Court on Wednesday 
(April 26), having previously 
been found guilty of conspiracy 
to cause explosions likely to en¬ 
danger life or cause serious inju¬ 
ry to property and conspiracy to 
commit burglary. 

Kilminster was the final of 
four members of the gang who 
have now been jailed for a total 
of 42 years. The Metropolitan 
Police’s Flying Squad investi¬ 
gated the offences, which took 
place between July 2014 and 
April 2015 and primarily affect¬ 
ed banks and post offices. In or¬ 
der to gain entry to the ATMs, 
the gang pumped a combustible 
gas into the machine and then 
ignited it with an electrical 
charge from around 15 metres 
away. Eight of the offences were 
successful attempts at Martin’s 
Newsagents, Station Parade, 
Kew (August 19, 2014); Shell

Petrol Station, Popham 
Gardens, Richmond (October 
24,2014) and the Post Office, The 
Parade, Claygate (November 
14, 2014). 

Nineteen of the gang’s at¬ 
tempts failed, mostly when they 
exploded the ATM but were 
unable to access the safe to re¬ 
trieve the cash, including two 
at the Post Office, St Margaret’s 
Road, Twickenham (October 24 
and November 4, 2014) and at 


the Post Office, Kingston Road, 
Ewell (November 4, 2014). In 
three cases they fled the scene 
when disturbed or confronted 
by members of the public. 

The successful offences 
resulted in a total cash loss 
of about £356,330 with dam¬ 
age caused to the venues as a 
result of the explosions total¬ 
ling £320,055. 

Det Insp Scott Hartley of the 
Met’s Flying Squad, said: “Kilm¬ 
inster is the fourth member of 
this gang to be jailed, all of 
whom have now received consid¬ 
erable prison sentences for their 
reckless actions. It was sheer 
luck that nobody was killed. 
They handled an extremely dan¬ 
gerous substance carelessly and 
with complete disregard for the 
safety of others. The level of 
threat they posed to community 
safety has been fully reflected in 
these sentences. In addition to 
the danger the activities of this 
gang posed to the community, 
there was extensive damage to 
a number of small businesses 
who housed the ATMs as well 
as significant inconvenience 
caused to communities who in 
many cases rely on the use of 
the ATM itself or the facilities 
and services provided by the 
host businesses.”

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EDUCATION IN FOCUS: Jess Clark reports on education cuts that could see thousands of teaching posts axed 


‘The system cannot afford these cuts’ 


EDUCATION cuts are set to 
hit London with the most de¬ 
prived areas facing the big¬ 
gest teacher loses following 
a reduction in government 
funding. 

Research by School Cuts 
has found that 17,645 teach¬ 
ing jobs will be lost across the 
capital by 2020 with inner city 
boroughs bearing the brunt 
of losses. 

Lewisham and Greenwich 
are two boroughs that will be 
hit particularly hard by job 
losses, ranking 7th and 11th 
highest respectively out of all 
London boroughs. 

According to the statistics, 
which are based on Depart¬ 
ment for Education data, 708 
teaching jobs will disappear 
from Lewisham schools and 
672 from across Greenwich 
borough in the next three 
years. 

Andrew Lynch, manag¬ 
ing director of Teachingjob- 
sinlondon.co.uk, commented 
on the funding cuts. 

“With the impending snap 
election, teachers will largely 
base their decisions on what 
party leaders promise regard¬ 
ing education,” he said. 

“The system cannot afford 
these cuts. It is not only dam¬ 
aging to the lives of teachers 
but the future of children cur¬ 
rently in education. 

“Our research highlights

ludicrous plans to cut jobs in 
the most deprived areas, risk¬ 
ing future hope and social mo¬ 
bility for those children who 
need the most.” 

Two schools in Greenwich 
borough took industrial ac¬ 
tion last week over funding 
and redundancies. 

Teachers at Plumstead 
Manor and Corelli College 
walked out last Thursday 
(April 20), with the teachers 
at the former continuing their 
industrial action on Tuesday 
and Wednesday (April 25 and 
26). 

The action was over pro¬ 
posed redundancies and “fi¬ 
nancial difficulties” - which 
Plumstead Manor School said 
was the same as many other 
schools - in the wake of Gov¬ 
ernment cuts. 

Greenwich Councillor 
Miranda William told News 
Shopper: “We absolutely share 
the concerns of parents and 
the unions and have submit¬ 
ted a response to the national 
consultation regarding the 
government’s Funding For¬ 
mula proposals and passed a 
motion, in the Council Cham¬ 
ber, condemning the suggest¬ 
ed cuts. We will also continue 
to lobby government.” 

She added: “Regardless of 
the outcome of the govern¬ 
ment’s consultation on how to 
fund schools, the rising school 


population and increases in 
the cost of services mean that 
even without cuts our schools 
face increasing costs which 
have a serious impact on their 
budgets.” 

In Croydon 535 teaching 
roles could be cut, while 
Wandsworth follows with 492. 

The more affluent boroughs 
of Merton, Kingston upon 
Thames, and Richmond upon 
Thames are expected to fare 
slightly better. 

However all three boroughs 
will see more than 200 teach¬ 
ers lost by 2020, according to 
the latest research. 

Merton is set to lose 209 
teachers, and both Kingston 
Upon Thames and Richmond 
Upon Thames could lose 249 
teaching jobs each. 

Bromley could lose 367 
teachers while Sutton could 
lose 339. 

Dr Mary Bousted, gen¬ 
eral secretary of the Asso¬ 
ciation of Teachers, added 
that the cuts would have an 
adverse effect on children’s 
education. 

She highlighted that the re¬ 
sult would be “increased class 
sizes with fewer teachers and 
support for vulnerable chil¬ 
dren.” 

The National Union of 
Teachers has called for the 
government to reverse the ed¬ 
ucation spending cuts.

Club stays open despite residents’ concerns 


A POPULAR nightclub was al¬ 
lowed to remain open this week 
after concerns had been raised 
about underage drinking, noise 
levels, and late-night drunken 
violence spilling out into Epsom 
town centre. 

The owners of Fever and 
Boutique in Spread Eagle Walk, 
Epsom, were ordered to ID 
clubbers who look under 25, 
serve all drinks in plastic cups, 
have at least 10 door staff, 
have no more than 30 people in 
the smoking section at any one 
time, and monitor noise levels 
every half-hour. 

The club, formerly known as 
Elements, was allowed to stay 
open after being challenged 
by councillors, residents, solici¬ 
tors of Premier Inn - which had 
plans for a four-storey, 57-bed ho¬ 
tel approved last summer - and 
Surrey Police. 

Its owners had worked along¬ 
side Epsom and Ewell Borough 
Council and the police ahead 
of the licensing review on 
Tuesday, April 25, and now 
must abide by a strict set of 
rules going forward. 

Joanne Booth, Surrey Coun¬ 


ty Council’s child employment 
enforcement and strategy man¬ 
ager had written that “failure 
to follow a robust ID checking 
process” had meant “children 
had been harmed and placed at 
risk of harm, due to the violence 
and availability of alcohol at 
these premises”. 

Residents’ Association (RA) 
Councillor Tony Axelrod, who 
lives in nearby Station Ap¬ 
proach, was concerned that Ep¬ 
som’s “limited night-time trans¬ 
port” meant that clubbers were 
left loitering around the town 
after closing time. 

In a submission to the com¬ 
mittee on Tuesday he wrote that 
he was “concerned as to the in¬ 
creased level of crime on the 
streets and noise nuisance out¬ 
side and in the immediate vicin¬ 
ity of the premises, particularly 
at times of dispersal.” 

He added: “This is in large 
part due to those dispersing be¬ 
ing the worse for wear through 
consumption of alcohol, com¬ 
bined with the substantial in¬ 
crease in the number of people 
that are attending the premises 
and dispersing.” 


But after the meeting Cllr 
Axelrod praised the club’s 
owners for working to achieve 
a compromise. 

“There are still concerns, 
which we are all monitoring, but 
this was a first step to try and 
improve the situation,” he said. 

Sergeant Oliver Smith from 
East Surrey Community Safety 
Team, said: “Surrey Police made 
a request for a licensing hearing 
for Fever and Boutique in early 
February, following a number of 
incidents of disorder within the 
premises over the winter. 

“Since the notice of re¬ 
view was served on the club I 
am pleased to say we’ve seen 
a significant reduction in 
crime and disorder reported at 
the premises. 

“They have made substantial 
improvements to their operating 
procedures and we are working 
closely with the management, 
partner organisations and the 
local authority to ensure that 
this continues.” 

The Epsom Guardian has 
been unable to contact Fever 
and Boutique’s owners for fur¬ 
ther comment.

Be careful who you vote for 


IN the light of the upcoming local 
elections in Surrey and the row 
over council tax extravagance 
provoked by David Hodge I urge 
all voters in Surrey to consider 
very carefully how they cast their 
votes. 

My own experience of the local 
system was catastrophic. My 
naive confidence in it wrecked 
my life. 

I had assumed it was run 
in interests of decent citizens 
especially when they had obvious 
problems 

How could I have been so 
wrong? I experienced some 10 
years of hell living in the Molesey 
area, a less affluent enclave in 
super-wealthy Elmbridge. I took 
my problems to both Elmbridge 
Council and the police but the 
response was appalling. 

I tried every avenue the system 
offered in the belief that it would 
help decent and reasonable peo¬ 
ple - a horrible miscalculation. 

The response of the local 


system seemed to be to do as little 
as possible, make me the problem 
and pretend it wasn’t happening. 
When I attended Elmbridge Coun¬ 
cil, official meetings or asked for 
official responses, I was shocked 
by the bungling, muddle, back 
watching and buck-passing. 

In contrast, meetings seemed 
exasperating opportunites for 
officials to sing their own praises - 
fortunately mostly ignored by the 
local press. Ridiculous phases like 
“lifestyle choice” were used. One 
outcome could only be described 
as insanity 

Councillors seemed to know 
almost nothing about the commit¬ 
tees they sat on and appeared led 
by the nose by council officials. 

You are forced to deliver doc¬ 
uments personally to dozens of 
councillors because many don’t 
use their official emails and then 
some don’t bother to read them, 
just voting whichever way they 
are told. This was without the 
well known local problems in that 


area that the council and police 
seemed to think we should just 
‘put up with’ - unless I suppose 
you lived on a private estate in 
Esher or Weybridge. 

Why is the system like this? 

Firstly those at the top are paid 
far, far too much and have lost 
touch with the people who pay 
them. This is where a lot of the 
money goes while a culture of 
back watching and hiding prob¬ 
lems develops. A recent report by 
the Taxpayers’ Alliance shows 
the staggering sums and benefits 
received at the top - who wants 
to lose these? A second reason is 
when one party has local domi¬ 
nance, accountability and service 
go the way of a one party state. 
South Yorkshire at its worst was 
described as “rotten to the core” 

I believe. 

We have seen seen shocking 
misgovernment in Surrey in 
recent times while the police 
are statistically one of the least 
competent forces in the country 


at solving crime. Is this because 
they waste time and our money 
cosying up and riding shotgun for 
each other one wonders? Thirdly 
cronyism and totally inapprop- 
priate political agendas damage 
proper delivery of services. 

Local unaccountable oligar¬ 
chies develop while activists 
pursue all sorts of improper 
private agendas via our servic¬ 
es often based on heresay and 
twaddle from the Internet. Finally 
it is also our own fault - we take 
little interest in local government 
except when we need it. Now bills 
are eye watering and people like 
David Hodge demand yet more 
this must change. The whole 
system needs total reform from 
top to bottom to make it more 
accountable to the public and cost 
effective. 

On May 4 remember who these 
people serve and who pays the 
bills - you!

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Tax referendum council 
ends year in £6m surplus

THE county council that said it 
had to up tax by 15 per cent after 
crying poverty ended the year 
with more than £6m unspent, its 
cabinet heard. 

Surrey County Council’s Con¬ 
servative administration had pro¬ 
posed a referendum on whether to 
increase council tax by 15 per cent 
after blowing its budget by £15mil- 
lion last year and having govern¬ 
ment grants cut by £170million 
over the previous five years. 

In a report into the council’s 
finances which went before the 
cabinet on Thursday (April 27), 
council officers admitted “one-off 
measures don’t address the funda¬ 
mental issue of service overspend 
particularly in social care”. 

The council had cut £66.4mil- 
lion from its budget - affecting ser¬ 
vices including adult social care 
- against a target of £82.9million, 
the cabinet also heard. 

It still needs to identify up to 
£llmillion of additional cuts to 
balance its budget for 2017/18 
and move towards a sustainable 
budget for future years, council 
officers wrote. 

Council leader David Hodge 



County hall 


heralded council officers achiev¬ 
ing a £6.7million underspend 
and a “balanced budget” at the 
meeting, as the council recorded 
a £29.2million improvement in its 
forecasted position from last year. 

But Liberal Democrats leader 
Hazel Watson called on central 
government to increase funding 
to local authorities. With £93mil- 
lion of cuts planned for this year, 
there is much more financial pain 
to come under the Conservative 
administration,” she said. 


“The Conservative adminis¬ 
tration should be more honest 
about the parlous state of the 
council’s finances. 

“Robbing Peter to pay Paul 
is not a sustainable financial pol¬ 
icy for the unrealistic savings’ 
targets for crucial services. What 
is needed is proper national finan¬ 
cial help and more realistic finan¬ 
cial planning.” 

She also pointed to a coun¬ 
cil-commissioned report by 
accountants CIPFA which con¬ 
cluded the council’s budget was 
“dependent” on winning the 
mooted referendum - which was 
scrapped in February 

Inspectors added that the coun¬ 
cil’s financial plans are “not 
robust” and that it risked “be¬ 
coming financially unsustainable 
unless it takes corrective action to 
adjust service levels and the cost 
of its operations to live within 
available resources”. 

“The £6.7million underspend 
hides the very serious financial 
weaknesses that Lib Dem county 
councillors and CIPFA identified 
in their report,” Cllr Watson said. 

Cllr Hodge, leader of the coun¬ 
cil, said demand for the council’s 
services were due to persist into 
the current financial year and had 
so far prevented it from reaching 
its savings targets.

Cast your mind all the way back to 
2014, when an unlikely and slightly 
dysfunctional band of aliens joined 
forces with a charismatic human 
scavenger by the name of Star-Lord 
(Really?..you must have heard of 
him!) and formed The Guardians of 
the Galaxy, writes Mark Foker. 

Since then, Sci-Fi movies have nev¬ 
er been so much fun! 

We have now been invited to join 
them on their new adventure, saving 
the world once again in Guardians of 
the Galaxy: Vol 2. 

This must be one of the most ea¬ 
gerly awaited films of 2017. The first 
outing had a great witty script, full 
of punchy one- liners and a ragtag 
bunch of individual characters who 
all seem to have their crosses to bear 
which is what bonds them together. 

In Vol 2, the group are now offi¬ 
cially The Guardians of the Galaxy 
but selling their services like a sort of 
mercenary A-Team. 

As the Vol 2 sub title suggests, 
music once again plays a big part in 
the franchise. The audience are treat¬ 
ed to more great 70's sound tracks 
including ELO's "Mr Blue Sky" which 
bellows out during the first action set 
piece, involving the Guardians bat¬ 
tling a giant slobbering Octopus like 
creature on behalf of a tribe of aliens 


called the Sovereigns who want the 
GOTG to stop the beast eating their 
space station batteries. 

This is a brilliant start to the film, 
letting the audience get acquainted 
with Baby Groot (voiced by Vin Die¬ 
sel). We see most of the battle as 
the camera traces the 'Oh!

From that moment, all of the cine¬ 
ma audience are falling in love with 
the little creature...merchandise will 
be flying off the shelves! 

The bigger story this time involves 
Star-Lord / Peter Quill (Chris Pratt) 
finding his Father Ego (Kurt Russell) 
after years of searching the galaxy.

But does this movie live up to the 
original film.

ARIA Propertymark 
(Association of Residential 
Letting Agents) recently issued 
its March Private Rented Sector 
(PRS) Report with the key 
findings being as follows: 

Landlords selling their buy- 
to-lets: 

• In March, agents reported a rise 
in the number of landlords selling their 
buy-to-let (BTL) properties, with an 
average of four selling up per branch, 
compared to three in February 

• The last time the number of 
landlords selling their BTL rose above 
three per branch was in November last 
year, when the letting agent fees ban 
was announced. 

Rent prices: 

• The number of tenants negotiating 
rent reductions rose month on month 

in March 

• In February, 2.2 per cent of agents 
witnessed successful rent reductions, 
whereas in March, 3.6 percent 
reported this happening 

• On the other hand, a quarter 
(25 per cent) of letting agents saw 
landlords increasing rents in March - a 
figure which has not changed since 
January 

• Year on year, this is down by seven 
percentage points. In March 2016 
almost a third (32 per cent) of agents 
were seeing rent increases. 

Supply of rental stock: 

• The number of properties 
managed per member branch 


remained the same as the previous 
month, with agents managing 183 on 
average 

• Last March this figure stood at 
169, meaning the supply of rental stock 
has increased by eight per cent over the 
last 12 months. 

Demand from tenants: 

• In March, ARLA Propertymark 
members had 36 prospective tenants 
registered per branch, an increase from 
34 in February. 

David Cox, ARLA Propertymark 
Chief Executive, said: "It's concerning 
that, despite supply increasing over last 
year, stock failed to return to the market 
after dipping in February. When we 
also consider that this is coupled with a 
rise in the number of landlords selling 
their BTL properties, this is bad news for 
those searching fora rental property. 

'The introduction of mortgage 
interest relief means the market is 
becoming less and less attractive to 
investors and it appears some landlords 
are, as we predicted, choosing to exit 
the market rather than pay the higher 
taxes. 

"What's more, two thirds (66 per 
cent) of our members are concerned 
the Government will introduce even 
more landlord taxes in 2017, which will 
only further dampen supply. 

"Following the announcement of the 
ban on letting agent fees, we expect the 
situation to only get worse for tenants 
when inevitably the costs are passed 
onto tenants through higher rents."

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Making the numbers add up 


SOMETIMES folks put two and 
two together and come up with 22 
- which leaves everyone scratching 
their heads. 

So, when the numbers simply 
don’t add up, who you gonna call? 

That would be the forensic ac¬ 
countant. 

The demand for this specialist 
role has grown in recent years as 
companies strive to steer clear of 
scandal and show a commitment to 
transparency and financial reform. 

Half-Sherlock Holmes, half-Al- 
bert Einstein, this is a role that re¬ 
quires more than your average set 
of accountancy skills. 

Investigating deals and disputes,

The really good news is this role 
won’t see you consigned to living in 
the backroom of an accountancy of¬ 
fice surrounded by dusty books and 
computers. 

Your talents are in demand from 
a wide range of clients and in a va¬ 


riety of different working environ¬ 
ments, including banks, police forc¬ 
es, charities, insurance companies 
and government agencies.

RUGBY: An otherwise outstand¬ 
ing season for Old Walcountians 
came to a disappointing end as 
they fell to Old Freemen’s XV in 
the Surrey Shield final.
